The Federal Trade Commission, having reason to believe that Leiner Hedlth Products, Inc.
("respondent™) has violated the provisons of the Federd Trade Commission Act, and it gppearing to
the Commission that this proceeding isin the public interest, aleges.

1. Respondent is a Delaware corporation with its principa office or place of business at 901 233
Street, Carson, Cdifornia 90745.

2. Respondent has manufactured, labeled, offered for sde, sold, and distributed acetaminophen
tablets to the public, including but not limited to private labe acetaminophen brands.

3. The acts and practices of respondent aleged in this complaint have been in or affecting
commerce, as"'commerce”’ is defined in Section 4 of the Federd Trade Commission Act.

4, Respondent has disseminated or has caused to be disseminated packaging and labeling for
certain of its acetaminophen products, including but not necessarily limited to the attached Exhibits A
through E. The packaging and labding contain the following statements or depictions.

5. Through the means described in Paragraph 4, respondent has represented, expresdy or by
implication, that certain of its acetaminophen products are made in the United States, i.e., that al, or
virtudly dl, of the ingredients of such products are made in the United States, and that dl, or virtudly
al, of the labor in manufacturing such productsis performed in the United States.
6. In truth and in fact, asSgnificant portion of the ingredients of certain of respondent’s
acetaminophen productsis, or has been, of foreign origin. The active ingredient, bulk acetaminophen
compound, that respondent processed into acetaminophen tabletsis or was made outside the United
States. Therefore, the representation set forth in Paragraph 5 was, and is, false or mideading.
7. The acts and practices of respondent as aleged in this complaint congtitute unfair or deceptive
acts or practices, and the making of fase advertisements, in or affecting commerce in violation of
Sections 5(a) and 12 of the Federal Trade Commission Act, 15 U.S.C. 88 45(a) and 52.

THEREFORE, the Federd Trade Commission this nineteenth day of February 2002, has
issued this complaint againgt respondent.
